Even the special, impartial, en- 
gineer employéd by the city en- 
dorsed the’ proposal as sound 
from an engineering, financial 
and service standpoint.

In previous elections, form- 
ing the local district, etc., a large majority has supported the 
effort. The outlook is bright for approval of joining the dis- 
trict and thus insure continued flow of water to this area.
